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County Buys 
More Land 
For Park

Continuing its program of 
obtaining land for the proposed 
Eaton Canyon Park as fast as 
possible, the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Board of Supervisors Tues¬ 
day approved the purchase of 
182 acres of land. 

The Fox Ridge property 
north of New York Drive and 
east of Foothill Boulevard will 
be acquired for $50,000 from 
Mary Beatrice Fox. 

Two acres of the land are 
along Foothill boulevard and 
will provide access to the park 
which eventually will cover 
nearly 600 acres from San Pas- 
qual street north to the old Mt. 
Milson toll road bridge. 

County Manager Wayne R. 
Allen described the Fox Ridge 
land as “one of the finest nat¬ 
ural, regional parks in the 
county park system.”

Holes Punched in 
Walls of House 

“Malicious mischief” were 
the words police used to de¬ 
scribe 32 holes punched 
“completely through” the plas¬ 
ter walls of a house under con¬ 
struction at 440 E. Grandview, 
last week. 

Arcadian Henry Twombly, 
owner of the property, com¬ 
plained to police that the holes 
were punched “completely 
through” the walls of the struc¬ 
ture. A large window at the 
south side of the house also 
was broken. 

Police said a 2”x4” board 
evidently had been used for 
punching most of the holes. A 
painter working at the house 
had left at 5 p. m., and “voices 
of boys” were heard there by 
neighbors during the evening.

A resolution calling for bids for the resurfacing of Baldwin was 
adopted Tuesday night by the 
Councilmen. At the same time, 
the Council moved to ask the 
state and county to approve 
expenditures to repair other 
city streets. 


The following streets were 
scheduled for repair: Orange 
Grove, part of Alegrla, part of 
Carter, San Gabriel Court, part 
of Sunnyside, Auburn between 
Sierra Madre boulevard and 
Highland, Canyon Road, Moun¬ 
tain Trail, and Sturtevant Dr. 

Councilman Henry Korsmeier 
said other streets would be re¬ 
paired if money is available. 

It was on City Engineer Har¬ 
ry Shatto’s recommendation 
that the Council abandoned its 
plans for the Baldwin avenue 
storm drain—plans for which 
have held up work on Baldwin 
avenue for nearly a year. 

Last fall, the Council spent 
approximately $1200 for engin¬ 
eering work preliminary to the 
contemplated storm drain in¬ 
stallation. Low bid last fall was 
$27,495. At the suggestion of 
the state, all bids were reject¬ 
ed. The slate suggested that 
Ihe city readvertise in the 
spring to avoid work during the 
wet weather. 

Mr. Shatto, in the meantime, 
said the bid was excessive and 
reworked the plans, moving the 
storm drain from the west to

An apparent split on the City 
Council was reflected Tuesday 
night when details of Sierra 
Madre’s water litigation were 
discussed. 

The flare-up occurred when 
Councilman Noren Eaton mov¬ 
ed that Mayor William A. Kin¬ 
ney be authorized to ask an 
extension of 45 days in which 
to answer two protests regard¬ 
ing the city’s second applica¬ 
tion for water (5(X)0 acre feet). 

The motion passed by a 
three-to-two vote. Councilman 
Herman Barter and Mayor Kin¬ 
ney dissenting. 

Mr. Eaton also had proposed 
two letters to protestants of 
the water application—letters 
the mayor was asked to sign. 

Mayor Kinney said: 

“Do you (Eaton) want me to 
sign a letter if 1 don’t under¬ 
stand it?” 

“Yes,” Mr. Eaton replied, “If 
you are ordered to do so by the 
Council.” 

The Mayor countered with: 


“It’s foolish to sign letters on 
behalf of the city without 
understanding them.” 

“The letter is understand¬ 
able, but I don’t like it,” was 
Councilman Barter’s comment. 
Asked by Mr. Eaton for an ex¬ 
planation of what he objected 
to in the letter, Mr. Barter 
snapped back: 

“I have a hard time explain¬ 
ing anything to you, Mr. Eaton. 
But I just don’t like the let¬ 
ter.” 

The Council finally agreed 
that the mayor will sign the 
letters provided ' City Attorney
